Want to Know the Truth. 

The first part of the letter refers to the 
claim made by the “ next friends ” that Mrs. 
Eddy is of infirm mind and unable to under- 
stand and protect her property rights, and 
contains some quoted denials from Attorney 
Streeter and others of this allegation. The 
letter then continues: 
“In view of these denials we have the 
honor to ask you to assent to certain steps 
designed to ascertain the,truth concerning 
Mrs. Eddy’s present and past condition and 
to expedite litigation. 
“ Unfortunately we have not free access to 
Mrs. Eddy’s presence as you have, and we 
should reluctantly undertake to force our 
witnesses into her house under circumstances 
which might prove disturbing or injurious to 
her, notwithstanding the confidence of your- 
self. Mr. Baker, and other gentlemen that she 
is capable of so much labor and endurance 
as you have described. 
* But you have the free right of entrance 
to Mrs. Eddy’s house and can readily secure 
admittance and considerate interviews with 
her of the witnesses by whom her condition 
of body and mind is to be established in the 
pending legal proceedings. 


Committee of Six to Make Inquiry.

PLEA MADE BY FARWELL. 


Clergymen Also Ask That State 
Representatives Be Flooded 
with Letters. 


The Chicago Law and Order league is 
making a strong finish in its *‘ 10,000 letter ”’ 
campaign, by which it hopes to assist in the 
defeat of the local option bill in the legis- 
lature. The president of the league, Arthur 
Burrage Farwell, appealed in an address yes- 
terday at Central Y. M. C. A. to his hearers 
to write to the state representatives of their 


respective districts. . 

*“ It is a much safer proposition to placethe 
moral welfare of Chicago in the hands of the 
state than in those of her citizens,”’ said Mr. 
Farwell. “If there is any man who doubts 
that assertion I would like to hear from him.,’’ 

“T’'d like to know why?" spoke up a 
etranger—an elderly man. 

Mr. Farwell cited, as a sample of the kind 
of laws possible in Chicago, the special bar 
permit ordinance. 

“Do you suppose the legislature would 
ever have passed such a damnable law as 
that?’ he asked. 

“It recently was shown to be a fact that 
several men now under arrest enticed twen- 
ty-five girle in one week into disorderly 
houses. In one building on the west side, 
owned by brewers, are the headquarters for 
eeventy-eight ‘ sacieties ° to which these per- 
mits have been granted. 2 

“A city’s greatest assets are the men, 
women, and children of the community. I 
called up my banker yesterday and asked him 
how much money I have in the bank. He 
looked it up and laughingly told me: ‘ Just 
2 cents.” But I still feel that I have untold 
wealth. At home I have four daughters, one 
gon, and a good wife. They are worth $50,- 
000,000 each, and you certainly couldn’t buy 
them for that.’’ 


Pleads for Local Option Bill. 


In his weekly “‘ prelude on current events ”’ 
at the South Congregational church the Rev. 
Willard B. Thorp spoke of the local option 
bill in Illinois and the polic¢ irivestigation 
in Chicago. 

“It will be a disgrace to the city of Chi- 
cago,”” he said, “if the Jocal option bil, 
which has just been passed by the senate, 
is defeated or sidetracked in the house by 
the votes of Chicago members, Personally 
they are almost to a man in favor of the bill. 
It is only the pressure of the liquor interests 
that may make them falter. It is the duty 
of Chicago men to let their representatives 
know that sentiment here is so strong and 
united that no steering committee can afford 
to withetand it. They will meet witha cold 
reception from their constituents if they do 
net pass that bill.’’

mus H. Swift of Austin Methodist Episcopal 
church, and the Rev. M. P. Boynton of Lex-

Urges Reform of Police Force. 

In his remarks on the Chicago police in- 
vestigation Mr. Thorp said: : 

“ The time“has come fora thorough over- 
hauling of the police system of Chicago, and 
the probe must go deeper than any mere levy- 
ing of campaign confributions. The assertion 
is made in an article in the current number 
of McCliure’s Magazine that there has been 
for years a regular system by which the 
whole pelice machinery in certain wards of 
the city is operated in the interest of the 
protection of the trade in vice and dissipa- 
tion. 

“The main question Is not the extent of 
vice and dissipation, but the complicity in it 
on the part of public officials. It is the ques- 
tion whether the aldermen of certain wards 
shall have the eelection of the police ¢ap- 
tains and police court judges in those wards. 
The author of that article ought to be com- 
pelled to make good his assertions before an 
investigating committee, and if they are 
made good the article ought to be as epoch 
making for the Chicago police system as 
‘The Jungle’ was for the packing houses.’’

“I don’t know how long we shall be there,” 
said Mayor Busse last night, “but it proba- 
bly will take several days. Mr. Brundage 
has selected from the digest a list of such 
measures as are most important to Chicago, 
and they are to be reported upon tomorrow 
as good or bad by the various heads of city 
departments. 


Good Results Are Expected: 

“The measures that are beneficial to Chi- 
cago will be urged by the committee when 
it goes before the legislative body, and 
those.which contain defects will be remedied 
if possible. 

“The bills relate to vagrancy, revenue, 
special assessmertts, sanitary district mat- 
ters, and several others that I have, not 
studied. The heads of the various bureaus 
‘know by this time whether the measures 
are ugeful or otherwise. The committee, I 
think, will not expend much time in urging 
the claims of the new charter, for Chicago’s 
charter convention has looked after that. 
Mr. Foreman, as chairman. of the chartér 
convention, however, will go along as a 
charter expert."’ : 

It is expected that former Senator Camp- 
bell’s Influence will go a long way toward 
securing for Chicago any legislation of which 
it is particularly desireus., 

Galpin Seeks Greater Power. 

Should the senate bill: prepared by Chief 
Clerk Galpin of the Municipal court be 
adopted it would give to the chief clerk in 
the matter of remé@vals of clerks from his 
office as much power as that possessed by all 
the judges put together. -The bill provides 
that the chtef clerk may enter an order of 
court like any of the judges in the matter of 
removals of clerks. This would make him 
absolute master and place him in a position 
to ignore the court itself. 

In addition to the powers provided for the 
chief clerk the bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a number of high salaried officials 
of the office. These are a chief clerk at $4,000 
& year, an attorney at $8,000 a year, and three 
deputies at $2,500 a year each, and “ such 
other deputies as the judges of the court 
shall deem necessary at a salary not to ex- 
ceed $1,800 a year each.”’ 


Bothered About Boxing Matches. 

Mayor Busse saié the question of boxing in 
Chicago is not a vital ofte, and that he does 
ge intend to give any decision-on it until 

“IT have been bothered a great deal about 
this boxing proposition,’’ said he. ‘‘ There 
won't be any boxing exhibitions in the sum- 
mer. It is time enough to take up that ques- 
tion in the fall.” 

Asked concerning handbooks and other 
gambling in Chicago, tha mayor said: 

‘See Chief Shippy abovt that. Give the 
chief a chance. He has just taken office, and 
has a good deal to do getting several new 
stations ready.’’ 

' The mayor had no new appointments to 
announce. Asked who is likely to succeed 
John L. Whitman as county jailer when Mr. 
Whitman assumes his duties as superin- 
tendent at the bridewell, the mayor said he 
had heard no one mentioned. Sheriff Strass- 
heim has the appointing authority.

He said he did not know how 
tute bill read, nor what alterations had been 
made in it at the suggestion of.or by Herman 
Myers, but that the elimination of provisions 
for the inspection of dairy farme and for 
the protection of milk at the first point of 
supply have been made by Representative 
A. L. Glade, chairman of the subcommittee 
which changed the bill at. his request. 

‘“T am in favor of every safeguard which 
can be put around the milk as ft is sold,”’ sald 
Mr: Shurtleff, ‘“‘ but I am not in favor: of @ 
law which will demand a degree of cleanli+ 
ness of small farmers which they cannot 


reach. 
Farmers Could Not Comply. 

“ The bill should contain provigions which 
will require milk as it is gold by retall to be 
clean, but the man who hae three, four, or 
five cows can’t reach the standard which the 
original Lindley bil required. 

‘‘ The original bill was drafted to meet the 
ideas of the Illinois Dairymen’s association, I 
am told. The members of thie association 
can, and do, put down cement floors in their 
barns and are able to do everything for 
cleanliness. 

‘I was opposed to the bill because it .would 
allow deputy etete Inspectors to go to the 
farm of a man who keeps less tham half a 
dozen cows and compel him to make $500 
worth of alterationsin hie barn. The cleanii- 
ness of milk, in. my judgment, can be secured 
by the inspection of it as sold at retail. 


Why Changes Were Made. 

“ These small retall farmers can’t keep 
their places clean as would be required by 
state inspection under the provisions of the 
original bill. They are not sciéntific farmers, 
and the measure contained a number of re- 
quirements which they never could have un- 
derstood. ; 

* The changes had been recommended also 
by the Elgin board of trade, and, I under- 
stood, had received the sanction of the 
deputy food commissioner in chargeof dairy 
work, who now is protesting against them.”’ 


Rush Work on Charter. 

Springfield, Il1., April 21.—Charter legisla- 
tion will be the most important matter the 
senate, in committee, will consider this week. 
The committee will take up the bill by gec- 
tions, and Senator Berry expects to have the 
measure in shape for presentation to the 
senate the first part of the following week. 
While there will be some changes in the bill, 
Mr. Berry says they will not be many nor of 
great importance. Practically no opposition 
to the bill as a whole has so far been ex- 
pressed in the senate, and as.soon as it is 
reported to the senate it will be rushed to 
passage. 

It is announced: that there will be some- 
thing done on the railroad rate bill on Tues- 
day. Pending on the calendar is Senator 
Hurbergis’ amendment to the house maxi- 
mum 2 cent fare bill to strike out all after 
the enacting clause of the bi and to sub- 
stitute therefor a classified rate bill provid- 
ing two rates of fare, 2 and 8 cents, ac- 
pg to the gross earnings of the roads per 
mile. 

To Fix Date of Adjournment. 

This week will settle the fate not only 
of many of the most important measures 
before the house, but also will’practically 
settle the date of final adjournment. 

The local option measure will be disposed 
of one way or the other before Friday after- 
noon, if the power of the speaker and the 
house organization can force a settlement. 
With this question the Chicago charter is 
so closely interwoven that its fate, too, will 
probably be settled this week. With the 
route of these two rheasures mapped out, 
final adjournment will fn all probability take 
place on May 11, otherwise the speaker's 
gavel will not drop until a week later. 

Senator Berry’s local option bill, the modi- 
fied measure of the Anti-Saloon league, 
will be read the first time in the house prob- 
ably on Monday evening. Tuesday or 
Wednesday the house will have to fight 
the matter out on second reading. Repre- 
sentative Lee Browne is preparing to fight 
the measure bitterly and is confident that 
he will be able to defeat it, but back of 
the local option bill is a combination of 
country members practically pledged to do 
unkind things to the Chicago charter unless 
the country is given somewhere near what 
it desires in the way of local option, and 
the Cook county members will feel the full 
ated of this movement during the coming 
week. 


Hold Club Over Charter Bill. 

So sharp has this contest become that last 
week the house republican organization prac- 
tically went to pieces, and it took some hard 
and quick work on the part of the speaker 
and other leaders to force the insurgents 
back into Hne for the regular work of the 
house. Country members are getting letters 
by the score from their constituents urging 
them to stand out against the Chicago char- 
ter until the local optiom bill is passed, and 
all the efforts of the house leaders have not 
been able to remove the probability of a 
crisis should the local option bill be defeated. 

The charter committee probably will hold 
two meetings a day this week in an effort 
‘to get that measure before the house before 
the end of the week. Chairman Kittleman 
said Friday that he thought the situation 
was much more favorable that it was ear- 
lier in. the week, although he did not deny 
that the local option question might turn 
things unside down again. 

A number of the park extension bills af- 
fecting the Chicago park system are on third 
reading, and may be passed this week. These 
include senate bill 857, the south park drive- 
way bill, and house bills 806, 818, the elevated 
roadway bills for connecting the south and@ 
north side park systems, and 552, authoris- 
ing bond issues for this purpose. 


“777” to Have Hard Fight. 

Other bills on third reading Include Mr. 
Donoghue’s bill prohibiting the willing of 
entire estates in the manner In which the late 
Marshall Field estate was entailed, a general 
fish and game protection bill drawn up by the 
state fish commission, and the famous house 
bill 777, legalizing the consolidation and bond 
issues of the roads forming the Chicago and 
Western Indiana, with its Polk street ter- 
minal. This latter measure may not come 
up for action this week, as the fullest pos- 
sible opportunity is to be given to examine 
it and fits possibilities before allowing it to 
come to a vote. Many of the members still 
are not satisfied that the true purpose of this 
measure has been disclosed, and undoubted- 
ly many votes will be cast against it when It 
comes up for passage.

SHURTLEFF SAYS. _ 


CORPORATION COUNSEL SAYS PRE- 
_ DECESSOR WASTED MONEY. 
Finds Many Mediocre Barristers Sup- 
posed to Possess Political Influence 
Were Kept on Pay Rolls in Interest 
of Dunne Campaign—Col. J. Hamil-

Former Corporation Counsel J.. Hamilton 
Liewis expressed surprise yesterday that 
when all the bills of his outgoing adminis- 
tration had been paid every cent of the $40,- 
000 appropriated for emergency purposes for 
the ensuing year for that office had been 
used up, and in addition there was a deficit 
of $6,000. Corporation Counsel Brundage will 
be obliged to go before the finance com- 
mittee this .week to ask for more money. 

“There were many unpaid bills,”’ said Col. 
Lewis, “‘and I suppose they have been 
Mquidated, with. the result that the appro- 
priation has all gone. Before I turned the 
office over to Mr. Brurtdage I left directions 
to have ali the bilis presented to the con- 
troller, but I did not make any recommenda- 
tion that they should be paid. 

“ There were numerous bills for printing 
extra copies of the traction ordinances, for 
fees, and recording M the case involving the 
validity of the Mueller certificates, and many 
bills from real estate experts in condemna- 
tion casesand for other expert testimony.’’ | 

Paid Out to Mediocre Lawyers. ~ 

Corporation Counsel Brundage’s idea of 
where the money has gone differed from that 
of Col. Lewis. Mr. Brundage had found, he 
said, a large number of medfocre lawyers. 
friends of Mayor Dunne, or supposed to pos- 
sees political influence, hddreceived large in- 
creases in-selary as a final reward before 
the Dunne administration left the city hall. 

“When I took office,’ said Mr. Brundage, 
“*T expected to find some high class assist- 
ants, men who were drawing from 83,000 to 
$5,000 a year. Instead of that I found there 
had been promoted to those offices a number

Bureau of Campaign Oratory. 

“The finance committee,’”’. explained Col. 
Lewis, “authorized a certain number of in- 
creased salaries among the assistant corpora- 
tion counsels. Instead of appointing new 
men I simply promoted those who were In the 
office. Perhaps this was not the thing to do 
but it seemed proper at that time.”’ 

Col. Lewis did not mention the pressure 
brought upon him just before election by 
Mayor Dunne, who drew heavily upon the 
corporation counsel's office for campaign ora- 
tory. If Mayor Dunne hed been reéiected. 
it is believed the corporation counsel’s office 
would have been full of $1,000 men drawing 
$3,500 salaries as a reward for their political 
work. 


FEAR OF JUDICIAL STORM 
CAUSES GALPIN TO RESIGN. 


Municipal Court Jurists’ Contemplated 
Investigation of  Senator-Clerk’s 
Duties Results in His Withdrawal. 


An interesting light was shed yesterday on 
the precipitate decision reached on Saturday 
by Clerk Homer Galpin of the Municipgl 
court to relinquish his senatorial duties at 
Springfield and attend strictly to his office in 
Chicago. 

According to rellable information, Mu- 
nicipal court judges at a special meeting 
called to consider the discharge of Chief 
Deputy Clerk Lenehan, also considered the 
conduct of Mr. Galpin in neglecting his 
duties as a court officer. It was ascertained 
that since Jan. 1 he had been absent from his 
office from two to five days every week. In 
these absences at Springfield the irregulari- 
ties of which the public recently has been 
informed took place. 

The judges were of the opinion that the Mu- 
nicipal court act should be strictly observed 
in Senator Galpin’s case asinall others. The 
act provides that the “ clerk shall give his 
personal attention’ to the business of the 
Office constantly. Various attempts have 
been made to compel Galpin to obey the law 
that provides that no clerk of a court of 
record shall sit in the general assembly. All 
of these failed, but when the senator-clerk 
was apprised of the attitude of the judges 
on his conduct he lost no time in announcing 
his retirement from the senate. 

Another story, which could not be verified, 
is to the effect that Mr. Galpin will return 
to the state his salary as senator—$1,000—for 
the session. 


ASSAILS JANE ADDAMS’ VIEWS. 


Austin Clergyman Defends Roosevelt’s 
Declaration in Regard to Basis of 
Universal Peace Agreement. 


Theories advanced by Andrew Carnegie, 
Jane Addams, and others at the national 
arbitration and peace conference held in New 
York were considered yesterday by the Rey. 
Robert H. Beattie in his sermon at First 
Presbyterian church, Austin. 

“ The Christian basis of peace igs the only 
possible basis,’’ said the pastor. “‘ Roosevelt 
was right and Carnegie was wrong. Roose- 
velt declared that righteousness, not justice 
is the warrant for peace. This is upheld 
by the fact that justice is not a spring of 
conduct, but a result. 

“ When Miss Addams suggests that ignor- 
ance is the cause of war,” he said, “‘ we may 
credit her with all sincerity, but must recog- 
nize that she is wrong, or else hag read into 
the word a moral content which it by no 
means possesses. Possession of information 
or the lack-of it is never a cause of action. 
Desire and will are nearer the springs of 
conduct. : 

‘But we are not yet at the final basis of 
peace. Until men do right peace will not 
prevail. Until men love right they will not

The County Democracy elected officers 
yesterday, and at the same time it shook 
hahds with itself as being the only organiza- 
tion in Chicago calling itself democratic 
which has a home. All the rest are out in 
the street. 

The election was uncontested, Daniel J. Mc- 
Mahon being re#lected president and Robert 
E. Burke recording secretary by a unanimous 
vote. The officers chosen will serve for two 
years. Aratification meeting was heldafter- 
‘wards at which Robert E. Cantwell, Presi- 
dent McMahon, Secretary Burke, and Simon 
O'Donnell were the speakers. 

The situation is a peculiar one and illus- 
tfates the many ups and downe in politics. 
Five years ago the County Democracy was 
an organization whose importancé was ac- 
knowledged By all democrats. Robert E. 
Burke was at its head and at the same time 
was the political boss of the Harrison ad- 
ministration. It. established elaborate club- 
rooms at 145 Randolph street, occupying 
three floors, which were. also the headquar- 
ters of the democratic county central com- 
mittee. 


Burke Holds Club Together. 

Then Mayor Harrison and Burke fell out 
and every attempt was made by the demo- 
cratic city administration to break down the 
Burke organization. Men associated with 
Burke on the lease of the building withdrew, 
a rival organization called the Cook County 
Democratic Marching club was started, the 
county committee moved its heagiquarters to 
other rooms, and it was given out that Burke 
was down and out. 

But Burke refused to look at it that way. 
By various devices he kept the rent of the 
building paid, he kept the organization intact, 
and now, after the political cyclone of April 
2, which swept the local democratic party 
pratically out of existence, the County De- 
mocracy is the only survivor left to tell the 
tale. 


Rival Organizations Homeless. 
The regular county committee has lost its 
home and has only desk room in a small office 
in the Stock Exchange building, where it can 


get its mail. , 
The Cook County Democratic Marching 


club has no place to hold a meeting in if it 
could get enough members together to at- 
tend one. . 

The Independence league never did have 
any regular headquarters, only such rooms 
as William Randolph Hearst might from time 
to time rent for it, but they were never main- 
tained long enough to get the telephone num- 
ber into the telephone directory. 

But the County democracy still nds a roof 
over its head and a home it can call its own. 
It is not as big as the Tammany headquarters 
in New York or as elaborate as the Demo- 
cratic club of that city, but it serves its pur- 
pose. There are officers’ quarters and com- 
mittee rgoms on the first floor, a buffet, bil- 
liard rooms, and card rooms on the second, 
and a large assembly hall on the third. The 
rent is paid and the members of the club 
have a place to go to.

Lives in Rear of Office. 

Baker conducts a general store in a small 
building in the village. The postoffice is in 
the front part of the store, while Baker and 
his family live in the rear. After 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning one of the family was 
aroused by the crash of glass Before Baker 
could reach the door leading to the postoffice 
the robbers tied it with ropes. Baker hurried 
to a rear Goor, which he also found barred 
from the outside. He saw two men in the 
yard. 

Unable to give any: alarm, Baker and his 
family were kept prisoners in the home while 
the burglars blew open the safe and robbed it. 


Building Shaken by Explosion. 

The force of the explosion shook the build- 
ing and awakened several neighbors. A 
number of men went to their windows, but 
were forced away by two of the safeblowers.,

Leslie M. Shaw, in his 
last annual report ag secretary of the treas- 
ury, estimated that the surplus for the year 
ending on June 30 next would be $58,000,000, 
as against $25,660,000 for the last fiscal year.

Of course, what the administration would 
like wotld be to have the revenues exactly 
balance the expenditures, and it appreciates 
the existence of a surplus which demon- 
strates the practicability of a revision of the 
taxation system.

- The constitiitionality of 
the tax om legacies was upheld by the St- 
preme court on two occasions, in the first 
instance holding that it was not: a direct, but 
an impost or excise, which was both consti- 
tutional and valid, and in the second that 
congress had power to impoge death duties.

Crashes Into Breakwater. 

By the rules of the game the lights should 
have been taken off the moment the Ariel 

was discovered. This was not done, and the 
red lights at the end of the breakwater were 
invisible. The boat held its course and 
crashed ‘nto a solid wall of masonry, still 
going twenty knots an hour. Its. bews 
crumpled up I'ke an egg shell back to the col- 
lision bulkhead.. Lieut. Toroton immediately 
gave signal for full speed astern and had 
just got clear when another bulkhead, 
strained in the crash, gave way, and the Ariel 
began to sink rapidly.

| Accident in n River Neva When 


Unseaworthy Boat Hits 
an Ice Floe, 


MANY ARE SWEPT UNDER. 


Threats of Lynching. Are Made 
Against Owner of the [ll 
Fated Craft. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 21.—Thirty-one 
persons, mostly workmen, are believed to 
have been drowned by the foundering of the 
vViver steamer Archangelek, while it. was 
crossing the Neva near the suburb of Irinow- 
ka late Saturday night. 

The accident occurred during a snow storm 
when the steamer was two-thirds the way 
across the river, and was caused by it strik- 
ing an ice floe. Owing to the thick weather 
the accident was not seen from ‘ne shore, 
but the shouts for help of those in distress 
attracted the crews of two steamers, which 
hastily Went to the scene, only, however, to 
find that the Archangelsk had foundered. 
A number. of passengers, mostly working 
men, were rescued, but owing to the swift- 
ness of the current many others were swept 
‘under the ice floes. . 


Sinks Almost Immediately. 

The steamér had scarcely any ballast, and 
when it ran sidewise on a big floe, careened 
and immediately filled and sank. Thecatas- 
trophe was over inside of three minutes. 
Those who were not picked up immediately 
sanig One maniscrambled on to an ice floe 
and was carried down stream for a mile. 

The wreck was located this afternoon lying 
on the bottom of the river scarcely 100 feet 
from the shore, whither it had been swept 
by the current. It was impossible for divers 
to descend, owing to floating ice. 

The banks of the river were crowded all day 
with friends and relatives of missing persons 
looking for bodies, but none was recovered. 
It is probable that the dead have been car- 
ried down stream for miles. 


Boat Owner Threatezted. 

Feeling runs high against the boat owner 
and threats have been made to lynch him, 

The Archangelsk was an old iron steamer, 
open forward ahd roofed over astern in the 
form of a cabin: It was condemned ae un- 
seaworthy last fall, but the owner was able 
to have the ban removed and ‘the vessel 
placed in service. The crew was made up of 
three inexperienced men, the captain and 
pilot having formerly been a baker. All 
three of the men were saved.

WIFE AIDS IN CAPTURE. 
Woman Innocently Leads Pur- 
suers to Hotel and $50,000 
Absconder. 


New York, April 21.—[Special.]—Assistant 
Loan Clerk W. O. Douglas of the Trust Com- 
pany of America, who vanished from the 
firm's offices, 183T Broadway, yesterday morn- 
ing with $50,000 worth of Chicago, Rock Is- 
land, and Pacific coupon bonds, was arrested 
early today in a West Forty-seventh street 
hotel, where he Nad registered under an as- 
sumed name with his wife. 

Less than an hour after Douglas walked 
away with the bonds President Oakleigh 
Thorne organized men. of his office staff who 
knew Douglas well intoan amateur detective 
force to guard every railroad exit from the 
cfty. Thorne himself, besides directing the 
sleuthing of the clerks under him, kept watch 
over the Grand Central station for six hours. 
It was after the amateur sleuths had been 
called off early this morning that two of the 
office force stumbled off the missing clerk's 


trail. 
Amateur Sleuths Get on Trail. 


It was only by the merest chance these two 
clerks, A. M. Ostrand and W. F. Black, got 
a clew to Douglas’ whereabouts. While 
they were waiting on the platform of the 
Grand Central subway station to take a 
train downtown they saw Mrs. Dougias, 
with a man who was strange to them, get 
off the train they. were’ apout to take, so 
1 they followed her to the street. She and 


and drove up Madison avenue. The two 
clerks followed in another cab and traced 
Mrs. Douglas to the hotel. 

When Mr. Thorne and some police officers 
knocked at Douglas’ door at 8 o’clock this 
morning the defaulter himself answered, 
‘* Hae it come to this so soon?” he said, and 
then he confessed that he had taken the 
bonds and told the president of the trust com- 
pany where he could find them. 

It was a third party not known either to 
the detectives or to the amateur force of 
trust company sleuths who procured the 
temporary hiding place for Douglas and his 
wife in the. hotel, and who piloted them 
there In a closed cab in the small hours of 


Sunday morning. 
Stole to Cover Drop in Stocks. 


After his arrest Douglas said he took the 
bonds to cover a fall inthe prices on some 
stocks he was carrying. He intended get- 
ting the bonds back from his broker before 
the regular weekly accounting of securities 
on Monday, but-an unexpected accounting 
on Saturday threw the fact of the inevitable 


discovery in his face and he fled.

VAGRANCY. 

-Benate bill 293 proposes to amend the 
present ¥agrancy law by enrpowering the 
Municipal court to consider vagrancy cases 
and to give bailiffs of the Municipal court 
the ‘same authority ‘to arrest vagabonds 
with or without a warrant as is now 
possessed by the police. It also permits 
the imposition of a fine in addition to a 
sentence of imprisonment instead of as an 
alternative to imprisonment, and thus has 
the effect of raising the maximum im- 
prisonment in cases where a fine is im- 
posed but not paid to twel¥e months in- 
stead ‘of six. , 

The administration of this law, if placed 
in the hands of the Municipal court, can 
be made an efficient means of ridding the 
city of undesirable characters. e defini- 
tion of vagabond, by the preceding section 
of the act, is broad enough to include all 
professional gamblers and other well 
known crooks. When it is no longer left 
to the discretion of the police whether 
such men shall be arrested without a war- 
rant, but it is within the power of the 
Municipal court at any time to order its 
bailiffs to arrest all vagabonds upon view, 
and the vagabonds, when arrested, are 
brought before the Municipal court, a pull 
with the police will cease to be of value, 
If it is the uniform practice of the judges 
of the Municipal court to impose jail 
sentences, the most dangerons crooks, the 
ones with money enough to pay fines, will 
find Chicago less congenial ‘than in the 
past. Furthermore, vagabonds committed 
under the statute will be beyond the reach 
of pardons by the mayor and that official 
will be spared the trouble of defending 
the majesty of the law against the solicita- 
tion of aldermen who have a personal 
interest in gamblers and other vagabonds. 

Chicago has an unenviable reputation as 
the home of confidence men, gamblers, and 
criminals: on: vacation. This reputation is 
not wholly deserved. Chicago is not worse 
than other cities. But ft is true that for 
ten years no consistent, systematic effort 
has been made to clean up the town. A 
great deal is expected of the new city 
administration, and, with the codperation 
of the Municipal court, under its present 
zealous head, and with the aid of a law 
like the proposed amendment to the crimi- 
nal code, Chicago can easily be placed in 
a position to deserve a reputation the op- 
posite of that from which it euffers now.

has passed a bill to give members of the 
general assembly $2,000 for each regular 
session instead of the $1,000 they now 
receive. The bill has not been considered 
by the senate, and it is not certain what 
view that smaller and less impulsive body 
will take of it. 

The action of the house would astound 
the framers of the constitution of 1848 
if they were to hear of it. They pro- 
vided that members of the legislature 
should be paid at the rate of $2 a day 
for the first forty-two days of a session 
and $1 for each succeeding day. The idea 
was to induce members to get through 
their work quickly. The present session 
will probably cover 1380 days, and each 
member will get $1,000. Under the 1848 
rate of compensation he would get only 
$172, his mileage, and whatever he re- 
ceived from grateful individuals or cor- 
porations for his services in putting their 
bills through. As the cost of living is 
much higher than it was sixty years ago 
he would be considerably out of pocket. 

Good legislation deserves a generous re- 
ward. It is cheap at almost any price. 
If the efficiency of the general assembly 
could be doubled by the simple expedient 
of paying the members $2,000 for a ses- 
sion’s work, though the session were to 
last only three months, they ought to be 


given the larger sum. And yet there are | 


many Illinois farmers who would think it 
wild extravagance. Some of the country 
members of the house who have voted for 
the increase in pay may find it hard to 
explain matters to frugal constituents. 

As there can be'no guarantee that the 
quality of legislation will be materially 
improved there does not seem to be any 
reason why the rate of compensation fixed 
in 1895 should be raised 100 per cent. 
The congressmen, with greater modesty, 
added only 50 per cent to theirs. There 
may be justification for a small increase 
in the pay of members of the general 
assembly, but it ought not to be an in- 
crease of 100 per cent.

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‘WEATHER RULES IN WHEAT 


TRADE KEPT NERVOUS BY CROP 
CONDITIONS SOUTHWEST. 


Practically Unbroken Drought and 
Continued Operation by “Bugs,” 
with Less Favorable Situation 
Abroad, Create Uneasiness Among 
Shorts—Receipts Are Heavy—Rec- 
ord Exports from Argentina—Corn 
. Seeding Is Delayed. 


Crop and weather conditions in the domes- 
tic southwest last week continued to serve 
as the principal influénces in the wheat mar- 
ket. Hope for the breaking of the lon 
drought was often held out, but the actu 
results expected by the bears were not re- 
alized. There were scattered rains, but it 
Was generally agreed that the moisture pro- 
vided to the more needy regions was insuffi- 
cient. There was considerable pressure early 
in the period om the expectation that the 
drought would be broken, but late in the 
week there was a material recovery from 
the weakest spots on the increasing serious- 
ness of the situation. Some of the late ad- 
vices were the most alarming yet received, 
coming from recognized, reliable sources, 
and indicating a big backward step in the 
progress of the growing plant. Week end 
quotations showed declines of %c for May, 
%@Giec for July, and %@lic for September. At 
one time losses of about 2%c from thé close 
of the previous week were shown. 

As ip the preceding week, the wheat trade 
was extremely nervous, conditions being 
such as to inspire caution on the part of the 
speculative element. The “green bug” 
continued its vigorous operations, although 
the effectiveness of its depredations as a 
market facter was lessened by tlie dryness 
and unseasonable coldness of the weather. 
Bears had declared that the “‘ bug ” would be 
put out of business by cold weather, but 
many messages from Oklahoma ayd Kansas 
indicated that the freezing temperatures 
were not interfering with its energies. The 
week marked widé spreading of the insects, 
Illinois and Indiana being added to the over- 
run territory, and Nebraska sent word that 
previously unaffected -counties im the heart 
of the wheat producing section had become 
alive with the ‘“* bugs.’’ 


Damage from Freezing Weather. 


Many damage complaints were based on 
the freezing weather, big setbacks in Ohio, 
Indiana, Kansas, Illinois, and Nebraska be- 
ing: reported, and Tennessee wired that the 
jointed plant had felt the ill effects of the 
low temperatures. Aside from the gener- 
ally unfavorable conditions in the south- 
west, although some of the more radical 
bears insisted that the weather was just the 
sort needed to give the plant ruggedness, the 
situation in the northwest figured as a 
factor in favor of the bulls. Seeding opera- 
tions there have been long delayed by snows 
and cold weather, work being at a standstill 
in parts of the section that at this time last 
year were completely seeded. Men in the 
northwest declare that they will be lucky if 
they can get the farm work well under way 
by May 1. 

Bulls also were helped By reports of crop 
conditions abroad. 
favorable messages regarding the situation 
in Germany, Hungary, Russia, India, and 
Roumania, the mapkets of Europe paying 
almost all their attention to the state of af- 
fairs on their side of the water.’ The indif- 
ference of Liverpool to the course of Amer- 
ican markets has become a standing joke, 
that market easing off in the face of sub- 
stantial rises here and stiffening when Amer- 
ican markets had the tired feeling. 


Bears Point to Big Supplies. 


Bears continue to play as the strong point 
of their argument the visible supply of 
more than 60,000,000 bu, and the local public 
holdings of abeut 10,000,000 bu. They figure 
that nothing short of a genuine crop calam- 
ity can offget the bearishnees of old crop 
conditions. However, some men who are 
adept at nosing into inside conditions de- 
clare that the pefcentage of desirable mil- 
ling material in the stocks is much lighter 
than is generally supposed. 

The primary receipts of wheat continue 
to exceed by a big margin those of last year, 
the movement to the northwestern points 
being exceptionally heavy. Minneapolis in- 
terests, however, are expecting a material 
letup in the movement to that market. The 
Argentine last week shattered all previous 
records in the matter of exports, shipping 
5,192,000 bu, or about 800,000 bu more than 
was shipped in any former week in the his- 
tory of the country. The heavy movement 
from the South American republic, say some 
traders, is doing much toward minimizing 
in the minds of foreigners the seriousness 
of the crop situation in this country. While 
the general export demand has been dis- 
appointing, big sales were made to Europe 
late in the week, although the bulk of the 
grain taken was of the Manitoba and durum 
varieties. 


Corn Develops Strength Late.

the east has not allowed advances to any 
encouraging extent, Late in the week, how- 
ever, more business was done for domestic 
and foreign account at the cash tables than 
on any other day in a year, prices rising rap- 
idly and sharply. 

“Subject corm to the same scare that oats 
and wheat have had,” sai@ E. W. Wegner, 
“and what do you’ think the price would 
he? The question cannot be answered with- 
out admitting that it is the best speculation 
on the board. If one can buy corn at a price 
that everybody will give for it in a dull time 
what is ome likely to sell it at when condi- 
tions change? We are approaching a time 
when they are as likely to be unfavorable as 
on wheat and oats. I am not relying om ac- 
cidents to the corn crop, but st.ch contingen- 
cles enter into the price and while it is not 
high on any basis that you are pleased to 
put it. It is, under any circumstances,, low, 
an@ for that reason safe and promising. I 
expect to see it suffer a slight recession when 
the news is coming that it is planted under 
favorable conditions. It might break back 
a cent or two, but keep what you have and 
buy more if it does.’’ 


Oats Crop Damage Increases. 


Unfavorable crop conditions served as a 
principal tonic to the oats market, especial- 
ly so far ae the deferred months were con- 
cerned. The week end quotations, showed 
advances of %c for May, %c for July, anda 
decline of 4@\e for September, as compared 
to those of the previous.jweek. There was, as 
in wheat, much realizing by longs, but some 
of the best early sellers were on the buying 
side at the end of the period. Oklahoma was 
almost unanimous in its opinion that its oats 
crop had suffered almost total destruction 
as a result of the “ bug ”’ invasion, and sec- 
tions farther north sent in many damage 
complaints based om the freezing weather, 
which has necessitated much reseeding. 

“The situation in oats appears quite bull- 
ish,’’ said a man recognized for conserva- 
tism, “‘ but I am not quite sure that the mar- 
ket wil) stand much more of a rise at this 
time. It seems that much prospective dam- 
age already has been discounted. However, 
there does not seem to be much on the sur- 
face to indicate that prices should have much 
of a fall down at this time.” 


Provision Trade Is Draggy. 

Heaviness prevailed in the provision mar- 
ket the better part of the week, although 
price changes, excepting in pork, were not 
important, Trade as a whole was draggy 
and uninteresting, the waiting spiritseeming 
to prevail on all sides. The western hog 
movement was large enough to inspire some 
holders to moderate selling, but the weaker 
spots found fair covering by shorts and some 
little investment buying by outsiders. Liqui- 
dation of the May products was a feature 
of the week, if it could be called a feature. 
Week end prices showed declines of 30@45c 
for pork, 5c for lard, and 24@65c for ibs, ag 
compared to those of the week before. 
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NEW YORK STOCKS FIRMER. 


Better Tone Evident and Prices Advance 
Near the Close of Saturday’s 
Short Session. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—[Special.]—The vol- 
ume of business on the stock exchange yes- 
terday was small and there was no percepti- 
ble movement im prices until the last hour, 
when the market stiffened with a few of the 
speculative favorites om the advance.

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After Brief Season of Buying* Public 
Is Again Out of the Market—Big | 
Men Not in Position to’ Buy—Rail- 
read Situation a Mixed One—Un- 
eventful Week in Chicago Stock 
Market—Traction Securities Disap- 
point Hopes. 


Market conditions show little change. | 
Easier money has not done much for prices. 
It may have indirectly aided them by cre- 
ating a@ situation the reverse of what dear 
money would have brought about. 

After a brief season of buying the public 
has again assumed its position of aloofness. 
There is no evidence of speculation on the 
part of large operators. Heavy holders of 
Securities who. were able to care for them 
during the crash last Mareh have not been 
in a position to make new commitments 
freely since. The decline was so severe and 
the reaction relatively so small that there 
has not been afforded opportunity to get out 
without large losses. 

It is -well enough to say that stocks are 
cheap, but jt requires surplus resources to 
buy them. The investor, with all he cam 
carry, cannot buy more, however attractive 
the proffered bargains may look. Since the 
natural disposition of human nature ts bull- | 
ishness, it may be assumed that current 
quotations represent immense shrinkages in 
personal fortunes, an@ that the people who 
make markets are not now in a market mak- 
ing position. 


Additional Factors. 


The question of crops will soon be-to the 
fore. Barring some early adverse condl- 
tions in the wheat flelds, nothing of impor- 
tance can be forecast at this time. 

The railroad. situation is a mixed one. 
Physical operation of the lines continues to 
show increases in gross and decreases in net. 
The possible action of the interstate com- 
merce commission continues as a disturbing 
factor. Altogether it is a period where there 
is small inducement for activity in either 
direction, even if the majority element in 
stocks were not practically “ broke.” 


Bank Statement.
